CINCINNATI, July 9. 


Colored people of Ohio. — The Supreme 


Court at their late sitting in this countv, 
decided that the law of this state regu- 
lating the settlement of colored people 
among us, is constitutional. In conse- 
quence of that decision, the Trustees of 
this township have notified them, that 
they must leave in thirty days, or the 
law which requires that they shall indi- 
vidually give bonds to the amount of 
%500, will be put in force against them. 


They in their turn, have assembled, 


ro the amount of 2OOu, as they have rep- 
resented, and chosen their delegates to 
make arrangements for their final re- 
moval, and ask for three months to ef- 
fect that object. 
We think their re- 


quest reasonable, and that it ought to be 
granted. We consider this class of peo- 
ple as a serious evil among us, but this 
evil Iras been brought upon us by the 
whites, with great injustice to them ;
